It must be admitted, however, that in laud- 
ing fervently the delights of imbibing in 
“happy companionship” a beverage not 
only harmless but positively ‘beneficial ” 
and “full of pleasant ways of peace and 
happiness the Colonel spoke for himself 
rather than his party. The average Dem- 
ocratic taste inclines to whisky ratner than 
lager beer. In the distinctively Democratic 
sections of the country whisky 1s in great 
demand, but comparatively little beer is pro- 
duced or consumed. The measure which 
Col. Vilas was defending—the Mills Tariff 
bill—contains a provision permitting small 
distilleries to run free of Governmental over- 
sight or control, and hence is calculated to 
increase the supply ot whisky and lower the 
price.

Knowing lager beer to be insipid to the Dem- 
ocratic taste, the Democratic reformers dis- 
criminated only in favor of whisky, and 
hence Col. Vilas put himself in an awkward 
position when he ettempted im the same 
breath to defend the Milis bill and praise the 
virtues of Milwaukee beer.

Criticism in the press or elsewhere 
of his Administration is denounced as scurri- 
lous abuse springing from wretches lost to 
all sense of patriotism or decency. Judged 
by his conduct Mr. Cleveland must be em- 
phatically of the opinion that he is the 
biggest mah in the country and everybody 
must support him.”

dent, approved by him, and offered in the 
House with a request for immediate passage. 
Even the President himself, without any 
positive knowledge that the Chinese Gov- 
ernment intended to reject the treaty, ap- 
proved the measure, thus showing how com- 
pletely this “ plain, simple, honest mau has 
blossomed out into the practical politician. 

The result of this precipitancy is a bill full 
of gross errors. Should it become a law the 
Chinese could drive omnibuses through it in 
all directions. It places no restrictions on 
them except they are laborers, and it erects 
no barries toa Chinese invasion from ad- 
jacent countries. Under such imperfect 
legislation they would reach here in swarms. 
Bat this view is of little consequence. Should 
it eveptuate that China is ready to ratify the 
treaty the Administration will be in a mor- 
tifying and ridiculous position. But whether 
it does or not, it has placed itself on the rec- 
ord as guilty of shameless political trickery 
and demagogy. The bill was introduced 
to get votes on the Pacific coast, ang its pro- 
jectors expected that the Republicans in the 
House would make capital for them by voting 
against it. The House Republicans, how- 
ever, saw through the game and voted solid- 
ly for it. The Republican Senators will prob- 
ably pass it today and let the Presidént 
take the responsibility. Whether they do or 
not is a matter now of little consequence, for 
the trick has been disclosed. It would bea 
safe general rule, however, to give the Presi- 
dent everything be asks tor through the 
managers Of his party. It is only necessary 
to give nim rope enough and he will hang 
himself.

Dr. De Wolf on Surgeon General Hamilton’s 
Planse—No Danger in Chicago. 
“ As the yellow-fever in the South increases 
the refugees from the plague-strivken terri- 
0 "said Dr. De Wolf yesterday. 
“But we are still extending open arms to all 
and merely asking to be allowed to fumigate 
their baggage. This is not because I am 
afraid that there is any danger of the dis- 
ease getting a foothold in Chicago; not at all. 
I realize that there is no danger here. But it 
is a general précaution. The germs of the dis- 
ease might linger in the baggage for several 
weeks while the refugee was in Chicago; then 
he or she might go to a Southern place and 
the fever would break out. You see, people 
going South are not likely to have their bag- 
gage inspected like those who are coming 
North do. Hence, the mere fact that persons 
had been in the North would disarm the 
Southern authorities, and perhaps permit an 
outbreak of the disease where otherwise it 
would have been prevented. I believe in 
precautions, and let me say right here that I 
believe in the precautions of Surgeon Gen- 
eral Hamilton at Jacksonville. It is wrong 
to abuse him. When he seeks to depopulate 
the town he does the one thing in my opinion 
necessary to be done. Suppose the people 
do sleep in leaky tents for a few days until 


better protection can be offered them; what 


does that amount to compared with the 
stamping out of a disease that threatens to 
destroy thousands Of hves! We can sympa- 
thize with the people who are compelled to 
suffer hardship and we could wish it was not 
necessary, but in the face of the great dan- 
ger the lives and industries of 
the South I k there should be no com- 
plaint. Surgeon General Hamilton is on whe 
right track, and he should be encouraged, 
not thwarted.” |

The School Laws of Dlinois requires that 
Boards of Education im the various districts, 
villages, and cities of the State shall 
“provide a thorough and efficient system of 
free schools, whereby all children may re- 
céive a good common school education.“ Mr. 
Aan C. Story, the ex-President of the Chi- 
cago Schoo! Board, quotes from this statute 
—4 NR the last 1 that 
pu ed, but in a previous 
he admits that the board of which mage 
the chief officer and the guiding spirit failed 
completely to observe the law, and that “ the 
complaint that thousands of children can get 
only a half day’s schooling can be truth- 
fully made.” In no district can it be 
more truthfully made than of that 
in whieh Mr. Story now resides 
and which he re ted in the 
School Board. This district is the home of 
the Working population, “ whose children,” 
to quote Mr. Story again, “comprise more 
than three-fourths of the entire number at 
the public schools,” and who ought to receive 
a good common school education that they 
might become better because more intelli- 
gent workmen than their parents in the same 
occupation ”"—or n other, it Inay be 
added. i als 
The district comprises that portion of the 
old Fifteenth and Sixteenth Wards west of 
Clark street.and the old Seventeenth Ward 
north of Chicago avenue. Comparatively, this 
district has poorer school accommodations 
than any other section of Chicago. There 
has not been a new common school building 
erected there since 1885, when the Manierre 
was built. The one before was the Arnold, 
which bears date 1884. A new high school 
was, however, erected at a cost of $75,000, 
and that, with the fact that the “special” 
studies are taught by wholesale in all the 
schools, may satisfy those who have been 
craving fora good common school educa- 
tion. There are but two schools in the whole 
section west of Clark and north of Chicago 
avenue which have not doubie divisions— 
those two are the high school and the Man- 
ierre, which was evidently erected for orna- 
ment. New buiidings ve been recom- 
mended, it is true.

In the meantime Tur- 
ner went East and Peter B. Widener and Charles 
T. Yerkes offered bim, in behalf of the Philadel- 
phia syndicate, a sum in excess of $1,071,600, 
which was the Schneider-Peck syndicate’s bid.
